Kobe, July 9, 


The nowly-formed Oriental Steamship 
Company of Tokyo ia anxious to obtain for 
its flect the title uf ‘Volunteer Elect,’ with 
very considérable- demands ‘on tho national 
exchequer as # corllary. - In 8 country 
whore tho taxpayers already havo te aupport 
60 Many enterprises vf a natura usually Ieft 
to private cndeavour.jn sound commercial 
countries, it is ensentinl to look eloiely into 
any new proposals for further burdens on 
the people. The scheme ia modelled ‘on 
the Russian ‘ Volunteer Fleet,’ which is al- 
leged to be worthy of imitation in Japan. 
Now, this Russian: institution iy peculiar in 
many respects, and requires somo study 
before it can be properly understood. Pri- 
marily, feats were all private athirs ; the 
Vikings in tho earliest days were indepen- 
dent, evory captain was builder, owner, 
shipper, and frec-booter on his 
account, and they banded togothor yo- 
lunrarily when occasion nrose for mutual 
benefit, as in the invasions of Eng- 
land.
